An armistice of twenty-four hours has 
been agreed upon by the governor and a 
committee from the mining camps. 

This was accomplished about 5 o'clock 
this afternoon, after a five-hours’ confer- 
ence between the governor, the attorney 
general, 2 committee of citizens and a

During the entire conference, and the scene 
accompanying it, the governor is said to have 
retained his silence and usual composure. But 
when the paper was finally rejected, then he 
made a few remarks condemning the convict

Buchanan’s attention. 
reaching Knoxville, he was informed that a 
committee of miners had been appointed to 
wait on bim, and that a mass meeting of labor- 
ing men last night, in this city, had appointed 
a committee, consisting of Judge Gibson, of 
the court of chancery, a republican; William 
Rule, of The Journal, a republican; Major 
Carpenter, of The Tribune, a democrat, and 
Judge Dennis Leahy, a labor democrat, to 
confer with him. The governor called his at- 
torney general, Superintendent of Prisons E. 
B. Wade and Adjutant General H. H. Norman 
about him. A lengthy conference was the re- 
sult. The governor was not atallinclined to 
entertain the miners’ committee, but was will- 
ing to hear from the citizens. 

“The miners,” said the governor, are in 
a state of insurrection. They are now outlaws. 
When I put the convicts back where they 
came from, then I can hear from them, not 
before.“ 

Attorney General Pickel concurred with 
the governor. So did Colonel Wade. The 
citizen’s committee were admitted, and after 
a lengthly conference, which began at noon, 
the governor consented to hear from the 
miners. But it was well understood that it 
was to be a case of hear only. 

THE MINERS RECEIVED. 

The miners entered the room, and a party of 
harder working men never grasped the hand of 
a governor than that crowd. Governor 
Buchanan received each one cordially and 
pleasantly, but, ae the entire 2 was 
quite a lam. He had nothing to say. ut he 
was a most eager listener and close observer. 
Before the miners were admitted to the 
governor’s presence, they had gathered around 
a table and perfected a paper, which they sub- 
mitted. That paper was: 


To the end that good order may be restored to 
the mining region in and about Coal Creek, and 
thereby avert a conflict, the consequences of 
which no one can foretell, we, the undersigned 
committee. e g the miners of said region, 
submit the following: 

1. Let the status quo be restored as the gov- 
ernor may elect, the convicts to return to the 
Knoxville Iron Company's mine and to the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Mining Company's land, and the 
offenses committed to be pardoned. 

2. The contract between the lessee, William 
Morrow, and the Tennessee Coal and Mining 
Company to be at once abrogated and an- 
nulled, after which the convicts in said mine 
are to be withdrawn immediately. 

3. The governor to forthwith convene the 
general assembly, and to recommend the repeal of 
the convict lease system · 

4. All property ofthe state and operatives to be 
protected. at the hands of the miners. 

5. On repeal of said lease system, the con- 
victs remaining to be removed from Coal Creek 


and Oliver Spring. ‘ 

7. The miners to sustain and protect the 

rds guarding convicts, and the militia to 
ordered home. 

In submitting the foregoing your committee 
recommend that the lessee, William Morrow, and 
the Tennessee Coal and Mining Company, in the in- 
terest of resiored harmony, must consent to para- 
graph 2 aforesaid. It is unnecessary for us to re- 

er to the gravity of the situation. Sufficient is it 
that it is so, but we are neither of the school 
of commune nor onihilists. We struggle 
for the right to earn bread by 
honest labor, and in principle are opposed to that 
system of labor which may be invoked to our 
degradation. For us and our families we invoke 
the sympathy ot a common humanity. Respect-

Committees. 

Governor Buchanan heard the paper read, 
and then waited for the coming discussion. 

Judge Leahy advocated the paper; so did 
others who were present.. Then the governor 
quietly remarked: ‘‘But can the state abrogate 
that lease?” The attorney general was asked 
for his opinion. He finally decided that, by 
the terms of the lease, the legislature could 
cancel it. The governor stated that he 
had been advised before he left Nashville that 
he would be requested to calla special session 
of the legislature, to consider the convict law, 
and that such a measure met his approval. 
So he has sent out notices to several counties 
where vacancies existed, providing for an 
election. 

“I am willing,” heis represented to have 
said, to issue the call for the extra session, as 
I have been thinking of it, but I cannot guar- 
antee what will be done.“ 

„Will you recommend such action as We 
have requested?” one of the committee is 
reported to have asked. 

“Certainly, if the state can abrogate the 
lease, was the answer. 

“THE POUND OF FLESH.” 

Then just as everything appeared settled, it 
was suggested that B. A. Jenkins, president 
of the Tennessee Coal and Mining Company, 
and Colonel Goodwin, representing the origi- 
nal lessees, be sent for. The suggestion was an 
unhappy one. When Messrs. Jenkins and 
Goodwin entered the room, they were re- 
ceived pleasantly by the committee except the 
element from the mines. That delegation 
frowned upon visitors. Then when the 
second section was read, Mr. Jenkins 
became indignant. With a hal- 
smoked cigar between two fingers 
of his left hand, his right hand gesticulating 
wildly, he strode up and down the room. 

„I won't submit to it, he said, I can’t do 
it. The state can’t demand it. I have a lease 
from the lessees, and will not give up.” 

“But suppose the state legislature requires 
you to give it?” suggested some one. 

“The legislature can’t do that. I have the 
lease from the lessees, and I shall hold it— 
hold it even if it takes the blood from all the 
5°

lease laws. The miners’ committee, finding 
their plan rejected, thought at first of with- 
drawing, but a conservative spirit came up. 

„We have,“ said one of them, made many 
sacrifices. We have made our families go 
hungry. Why not make another if it will help 
to solve the trouble without bloodshed ?”’ 

Then the miners suggested that if the gov- 
ernor would agree to call the special session of 
the legislature, and take some action on the 
lease system, they would end the war. In end- 
ing the war they presented, as a basis of final 
settlement, a series of resolutions. 

„These resolutions,“ said the orator of the 
committee, ‘‘we will carry to Coal Creek and 
Briceville tomorrow, and submit to a mass 
meeting of miners, they will endorse them, 
and then we will carry out our part of the con- 
tract, and trust Governor Buchanan and the 
state to carry out the state’s part.“ 

The resolutions provided that the governor 
should call a special session of the legislature 
to consider the lease law; that the convicts 
should then be returned to the convict camp 
at the coal mines and work without interrup- 
tion until the legislature meets. 

The same series of resolutions declared that 
the miners would protect and guard the 
property of the lessees and the convicts, until 
the legislature meets and acts. 

ON THE WAY TO THE MINES. 

Nothing fairer could have been offered. It 
was a complete surrender on the part of the 
mountain miners. Rather than shed blood 
they gave in. Governor Buchanan heard the 


resolutions read without making any comment. 


Then the meeting dissolved, and dissolved 
without any absolute definite agreement. The 
miners’ committee left on the first train, and 
this morning will call all the miners together 
in the little valley in which the mine is 
located. There, in the shade of the trees 
under which the Tennessee troops surrendered, 
Monday morning, the mountain boys will be 
asked to endorse the work of the committee. 

But will they do it? 

HOW OPINION GOES. 

Knoxville is equally divided as to the out- 
come. Many say the miners will not endorse 
the work of the committee, because too many 
concessions have been made. Others think it 
will end all right. The governor, however, is 
sustained by the people. He has made no 
concessions since coming. He stands tonight 
just where he stood twenty-four hours ago, 
when he said the convicts should be taken 
back to the mines. Now he says the same 
thing. If the miners agree to the resolutions 
tomorrow, the convicts go back quietly. If 
they do not agree, then the convicts go back, 
if Tennessee soldiers can put them back atthe 
end of the bayonet. 

During the conference the entire city was 
in a high state of excitement. All kinds of 
rumors were current. The conference was 
krown, and the greatest interest was mani- 
fested in the result. Every squad of uni- 
formed men was looked upon as an advance 
guard of the Tennessee army, and every hour 
it was current that the troops had received 
orders and were moving to the train to assault 
the miners. But none of these were true. 

THE WAITING SOLDIERS, 

All day long the 600 Tennessee boys, tired, 
worn and weary, lay upon the university 
campus ready to receive the order which 
never came. The men are nearly all quite 
young, and are raw recruits. Their beardless 
faces and fair complexions show that they 
are not accustomed to hard toil, and the 
brief soldier life is telling on them at this 
early stop. Oneofthem would not make a 
good breakfast fora hungry mountain miner. 
But the boys are keeping in the best humor, 
and are ready to fight or feed as the orders 
come. 

THE SURRENDER AT BRICEVILLE. 

The surrender of the troops Monday is still 
a live piece of discussion here, and the Chat- 
tanooga Zouaves are being roundly censured. 
Colonel Sevier, who is on The Nashville 
American staff, wasin command. When the 
surrender was made he had 120 men. The 
Zouaves, the colonel says, fraternized with the 
mountain men, and told them to come when 
they got ready. 

„We won't shoot,“ they said. We are 
tired and want to go home. We ain't going 
to fight for the d—d §convicts. Come and 
take us all and we will be happy.“ 

Colonel Sevier knew all this only after 1, 000 
men, all armed, had completely _ sur- 
rounded him. Then he realized 
his hopeless condition, and rather 
than fight less than a hundred good men, with 
twenty traitors, against 1,000 well-armed 
mountain men, he gave in. A flag of truce 
was sent to the colonel by the mountain boys, 
and he agreed to their terms. 

Colonel Sevier thus describes the surrender: 

J was informed by my scouts that armed 
bodies of miners were forming on the northern 
and southern approaches. I had been in- 
formed the evening before that an attack was 
contemplated and made all preparations, but 
did not believe the miners could muster over 
500 men. 

J sent out scouts a second time to ascertain, 
if possible, the exact number ofmen. They 
reported that additional bodies of men were 
coming in, and small bands of men, with long- 
range rifles, were taking to the hills, which 


sharp shooters. From a military point of view 
we were totally unprotected. 

J called a meeting of the commissioned 
Officers, but the officers were divided on the 
plan of action. Some insisted that if the force 
Was as great as was estimated it would be sui- 
cidal to fight. Others insisted that we were 
sent there to protect the convicts and property, 
and that it should be done at all hazards. 

“This meeting had hardly broken up before 
the scouts came in and reported the miners 
were moving in on us. The miners, however, 
did not advance towards our line of pickets in 
any direction whatever—they simply flanked 
us. In less than thirty minutes there were 
not less than nine hundred men on the hills 
that overlooked our position. 

“The miners took their position quietly, but 
in a very determined manner. 

„I had no other recourse and called them into 
the prison, for my notion was they wanted to 
free the prisoners. When the bugle sounded 
the assembly, the 27 marched with perfect

consultation. He advised that under the cir- 
cumstances the only thing to do was to accept 
the terms of the miners. ° 

“The committee talked very kindly and 
courteously and promised that none of our 
baggage nor military equipments would be 
| molested. 


(a braver man never breathed) to take charge 
of our property and see that it was conveyed 
to the train and shipped to Knoxville. I then 
promised the committee I would take the con- 
victs to Knoxville and there await the orders 
of the governor. 

“They asked mein case of reinforcements 
reaching me at Knoxville, would I return to 
the mines. Itold them I was subject to the 
orders of my superior officers. The committee 
= friendly feeling tome and my com- 


mand. 

“While this understanding was only a ver- 
bal one, yet I had implicit confidence the 
miners would carry out their part tothe letter. 
then took charge of the battalion and 
marched the men to Briceville and put them 
on tiie train and came to Knoxville.“ 

THE BRAVE ZOUAVES. 

The press dispatch sent out from Knoxville 
. stating that several members of a Chattanooga 
company had been traitors, is correct, says a 
member of the Chattanoogs ‘military. He 
says: The men were Privates Ed George, 
Frank Gross and ‘Kitty’ Watkins, of the 
Moerlein Zouaves, assisted by Lieutenant H. 
A. Lauter, of the same command.“ 

The first three called on one of the miners 
at Briceville Sunday, and after partaking 
freely of liquor stated that their comrades 
would refuse to fire if commanded to doso 
and throw down theirarms. They said they 
were in sympathy with the miners and would 
not fight them. Lieutenant Lauter did 
worse than they, however. He constantly 
talked to the men of hiscompany about the 
matter, arguing that the miners were right 
and that he for one would not fight. his 
talk started the second day that the men 
were in camp, aud of course its influence 
soon became apparent. Private George 
seemed to be the spokesman of the other 
three and ably assisted Lauter in demoraliz- 
ing the entire company. After the com- 
mand reached Knoxville a meeting was held 
by the Chattanooga companies to see how 
muny ot the privates were willing to return to 
Coal Creek with the reinforcements. Nearly 
all of the Lookout Mountain Guards were 
willing. Thirty-five volunteered to go at 
once and eighteen received three days’ fur 
lough and promised to return at the expira- 
tioh of that time. The Moerlein Zouaves met 
for the same purpose, and but a few voted in 
favorof returning. Lieutenant Walter Ken- 
ner and his junior lieutenant, Frank McCor- 
mack, then stepped to the front of the 
company, apologized to Colonel Sevier for the 
unsoldier-like conduct of thvir comrades, and 
volunteered their services as privates in the 
ranks. Then they turned tothe company, 
and for about ten minutes the Zouaves got 
the worst dressing down ever heard by any 
one present. Lieutenant Walter Kenner was 
especially pointed in his remarks, and wound 
up by tenderjng his resignation as lieutenant, 
Frank McCormack followed in his footstops, 
and wouud upin the same manner. Captain 
Simmons seemed to be thoroughly disgusted 
with his men, and said nothing. 

WHERE THE CONVICTS ARE COOPED. 

The soldiers and the convicts came to town 
on the same train. Theconvicts are having 
a royal time. They are cooped in a big build- 
ing on Gay street, and are guarded by a half 
dozen boys. They are constantly beseiged 
with small presents, and are in a perpetual good 
humor. The soldiers who had the week in 
the fleld have been loud in their complaints 
against the state. They say they had no cups, 
no blankets and nothing to eat. But Captain 
R. L. Blevens, state warden, who was on the 
camp ground during the entire time, tells a 
different story ;so do the miners. 

„The boys, said Warden Blevens, slept 
the first night without blankets. After that 
they had plenty of bedding. Then we killed 
three beeves. They had plenty of fresh meat, 
baker’s bread, canned tomatoes, corn, peaches 
and coffee. It was lots better than I had 
when I was a soldier. They had a regular pic- 
nic. yes ran with the mountain miners and 
drank their whisky.“ 

“Them soldier boys was a dandy set of fel- 
lows,“ said one of the miners with a sly wink. 
THE MINERS HAVE FRIENDS. 

The miners have friends all over the coun- 
try, and if it does come to war they can mus- 
tera big force. They now have 1,500 men 
thoroughly armed, trained and equipped, and 
every one will fight to the last ditch.q@Jellico 
and other mining regions promise ev man 
needed. Only today the mara received a tel- 

m fromthe sheriff of Whitney county, 
entucky, saying: I am an officer, sworn to 
uphold the law, but if it comes to war I’ll 
come to you with 500 brave, well-armed men.” 

This shows the feeling. It is one of sympa- 
thy for the miners, but all the way through a 
kind feeling for the law. The governor, how- 
ever, is none too popular. He was a great fa- 
vorite with the mountain boys and grangers, 
but they don’t appreciate what he has done.

A TALK WITH THE GOVERNOR. 

Governor Buchanan has an easy, pleasant 
style of talk, never raising or lowering his 
voice. It is always the same thing with him. 
He isa cool, calm gentleman, of undoubted 
courage, and will face a danger, known or 
unknown. When approached about the im- 
pending trouble he said: 

“I know of nothing to say. The facts are 
before the public. I am hereto sustain the 
law, and I shall do 80.“ 

“But what of your conference with the 
miners today?“ ; 

“I was simply an auditor to what passed 
and to what went on. I have not changed one 
bit from my position taken at first and shall 
not. 


But are not the convicts to be returned?“ 

Most assuredly they go back. I hope, too, 
without trouble.’ 

ONE OF THE DISGRUNTLED. 

Representative Alleman, of this county, who 
is a democrat and whose political history is 
quite interesting, is sour on the confererce. 
Mr. Alleman wasja hard-working moulder and, 
being quite smart and smooth, went into the 
legislature. He secured the passage of a bill 
creating the office of commissioner of labor 
and inspector of mines with a salary of $1,800 
a year. Mr. Alleman helped to secure the office 
for G. W. Ford, a great Jabor man. Then Mr. 
Ford appointed Mr. Alleman his assistant. 
Both were at the conference today and both 
are displeased because President Jenkins and 
Mr. Goodwyn were admitted to the caucus. 

Jou see, they say, that gave our worst 
enemy, the capitalist, a chance to learn all 
our secrets. It was an insult to us.“ 

Governor Buchanan, prams surrounded by 
friends and admirers, may find it warm for 
him yet. It is openlydeclared tonight on the 
streets that his presence at Coal Creek would 
be a guarantee of an open insult to him, if 
nothing more. The governor, however, pays 
no attention to these remarks. 

A DYNAMITE RUMOR. 

Had the troops moved to the mines today 
there might have been trouble. 

Reliable sources give it that a cut through 
which the train would have to pass was loaded 
with dynamite, and that the explosion was ar- 
ranged and would have taken place. 

At 1 o’clock tonight everything is quiet, but 
a large crowd will leave in the morning for the 
mines, to be present at the mass meeting. 
That meeting will settle the question one way 
or the other. 

A CONVICT SHOT. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 22.—[Special.j— 
The convicts are keptin an old building on 
lower Gay street. Just at this moment a shot 
rang out and a convict is dead—a negro. He 
was attempting to take a guard's gun. Con- 
vict’s name not known. 

The News from Coal Creek. 

Coat Creek, Tenn., July 22.—[Special.]— 
Everything is quiet at Coal Creek tonight. 
The miners held a meeting this afternoon, and 
appointed guards to see that no harm came to 
the property. The sentiment of the miners is 
that if the governor will call an extra session 
the convicts may be returned. Scores of them 
so state. 

The feeling at Coal Creek tonightis that 
the miners have won a big victory, and bluffed 
the entire state, but it may be positively stated 
that not a gun will be fired if the troops come. 
None of the miners wish to see bloodshed. 

The report has come that the governor has 
agreed to call an extra session of the legisla- 
ture, and at the demand of the committee, 
which was sentfrom here yesterday to see 
him. It may be said that the trouble is at an 
end, and it is not bélieved the troops will 
come, though the convicts will come back. 
This, then, is probably the solution of the ques- 
tion. 

A Mass Meeting in Memphis. 

Mempuis, Tenn., July 22.—[Special.)—A 
mass meeting of laboring men, that filled 
court square tonight, decided on active steps 
towards correcting some evils of the peniten- 
tiary lease system. The gathering was large 
and orderly, and, after speeches by Hon. 
Josiah Patterson and General G. P. M. Tur- 
ner, it was unanimously resolved to fight the 

enitentiary lease in the courts. Money will 
be raised by acommittee appointed for that 
purpose, and legal talent, the best that can be 
secured, will be employed to sue out an 
injunction against the lessees of the prison 
employing the convicts at any place outside 
the prison walls and enjoining the operation of 
the coal mines specifically by convict labor, 
The ground on which the injunction will be 
asked will be the constitutionality of the law 
authorizing the employment of convicts er- 
cept in confinement. 
he meeting also adopted resolutions of 
sympathy with the miners, asking Governor 
Vachonen to withdraw the troops sent to aid 
the convicts in taking work froin honest men 
and to call an extra session of the legislature 
at once that the odious convict lease law may 
be repealed.

VICKSBURG, Miss., July 22.—A labor riot 
was threatened here yesterday, but a strong 
force of police succeeded in preserving the 
peace.

Captain Searles, of the Southrons, re- 
fused to obey the governor’s orders to protect 
the Alabama laborers.

George Futch Shoots Willie Dowling and His 
Father, 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., July 22.—A Starke, 
Fla., special to The Times-Union says that 
Willie Dowling was shot and killed and his 
father, Joseph . Dowling, -

The trouble occurred at the house of Anerum

| THE COBB TRAGEDY. 


ALEB GOGGINS ON TRIAL FOR HIs 
LIE. 


Bie Is Accused of the Murder of His Neighbor 
Wright—“Moonlight” Distilling at the 
Bottom of the Trouble. 


. Marrerra, Ga, July 22.—[Special.}—The 
case of thé state vs. Caleb Goggins, charged 
with the murder of Joe Wright, was called in 
Cobb superior court yesterday, and an an- 
mouncement of ready was made both by the 


attorneys for the state and for the defendant, 


but, owing to the fact that Anderson’s brigade 
held a reunion here then, and a strong peti- 
tion was presented to Judge Gober to adjourn 
till today, no progress was made until this 
morning. The sheriff had, in the meantime, 
gotten in all the jurors from which to select a 
jury, and by half-past 10 o’clock the jury 
had been made up.

THE WIFE’S TESTIMONY. 


The state then put in the testimony of Mrs. 
Joo Wright, the widow of the murdered man,. 
as reported by the stenographer on the former 
trial. Her testimony as then delivered was to 
the effect that on the night of November 11th, 
1890, she and her husband were walking along 
from Marietta toward their home some dis- 
tance out in the country, on the Dallas road, 
and while they were going along, about one 
and a half miles from Marietta, the following 
occurred, as developed by the questions put 
and her answers given in the examination: 

Question—What didhe shoot him with? 

Answer—He shot him with a pistol. 

Question—What was your husband doing 
when he was shot? 

Answer—Nothing in the world, only me and 
him were walking along the road, and I had hold 
of his right arm and we were talking about 
the child that died in Polk county, and talking 
about bringing him down here, and we saw Mr. 
Gog gins step from behind a tree, and I said I was 
scared, and he said, I am not afraid of anybody.“ 
and we were walking like we were going to pass 
him, and he threw his pistol in his face, and shot 
him, and I saw his face by the flash of the pistol.” 

Question—What time was that? 

Answer—It was after 8 o’clock, when we left 
town here, and it was about a mile and a quarter 
from town. 

IMPEACHING THE WITNESS. 

After reading the report the state closed, 
and the defendant then introduced a number 
of witnesses for the purpose of impeaching her 
tertimony by proof of contradictory state- 
ments and bad character. Most of these were 
witnesses that had known her about three 
years ago When she worked at Foster’s knit- 
ting factory. in Fulton county, Georgia, and 
were unanimousin impeaching her then for 
bad character, but had not known anything 
about her character since. 

Colonel Henry Hamilton then testified 
for the defendant that on the afternoon 
before the killing both Wright and Goggins 
were at his office, and seemed perfectly 
friendly. He was thenacting as clerk of the 
United States court in Atlanta. 

The sheriff, Mr. P. O. McLain, was then put 
upon the stand and testified, among other 
things, that he found a pistol at Goggins’s 
home, about six miles out on:the Dallas road, 
belonging to Goggins. It was a thirty-eight 
caliber pistol, with five chambers; that two 


were empty and somewhat corroded, and the 
other three had the appearance of having been 
loaded more recently; that the pistol was on 
the mantelpiece and had dustin it; that the 
ball with which Wright was shot was a thirty- 
eight caliber size, and that three shots were 
made at Wright, two of which penetrated the 


- flesh, and another the clothing. 


» what Goggins said to him. 
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George McDonald then testified that he lived 


with Goggins, and that Goggins got home 
on the night of the killing at 8:300’clock, as he 


then looked at the watch. Goggins came 


home and got supper for himself and witness. 


After introducing another witness to im- 


peach Mrs. Wright, the defendant closed. 


THE STATE RESUMES. ‘ 
The state then called Charley Roberts, who 


testified that he lived one and a half miles the 
other side of where Joe Wright was killed. 
On the night of the killing he walked out with 


Goggins, and talked with him. He was asked 
He replied that he 
said he was sick and tired of Wright going 
down there and telling so many tales on him, 
and if he did not quit it he would be a dead 
man before Saturday night, ifthe had to do it 
himself. 

William Collins was nextsworn by the state. 
He testified that he and Goggins and Wright 
were all attending the United States court in 
Atlanta, and were about to go home, when 
Wright was arrested of the same charge as 
that the cougt had against Goggins. Goggins 
would not try to get Wright out, but after he 
and witness had gone away from court Gog- 
gins said: Lou see these,“ showing him 
some cartridges. I want to put one of these 
through him.”’ 

The testimony of Roberts was impeached by 
a number of good citizens of Marietta. 

This is about the way the case stands now. 
The defense relies upon impeaching the state’s 
witnesses, upon an alibi, and upon the theory 
that some one else didit. Onthe other trial 
Goggins was found guilty and recommended to 
mercy. A motion fora new trial was made 
by his attorneys, andin the meantime an in- 
dictment was found in the United States court 
against G. K. Sangers, Dennis Alexander, 
Ike Smith and Charley Porter for the killing 
of Wright. A demurrer was filed by the de- 
fendant’s attorueys in that case, and, it is 
thought, will be sustained. The case is 
watched with considerable interest, and has 
been rather sensational in its past develop- 
ments. The jury here is now out, and will 
hear the balance of the testimony tomorrow if 
nothing comes up to cause a continuance. The 
defendant is ably represented by Messrs, Clay 
and Blair and C. D. Phillips, and the state 
ably represented by Solicitor General George R. 
Brown, W. C. Glenn, J. Z. Foster and Ses- 
sions & Sessions. 


DEATHS IN GEORGIA. 


The Passing Away of Mr. 


Veazey. 


GREENSBORO, Ga., J a7 22.—[Special. }— 
Mr. Eli A. Veazey, one of the most prominent 
farmers and business men of this county, died 
at his home, about five miles from Greens- 
boro, yesterday evening. Paralysis 
was the immediate cause of death. Mr. 
Veazey was a man of vigorous constitution up 
to some months ago, when his health began to 
fail. In addition to his farming operations he 
conducted a mercantile business. He met 
with reverses, and these troubles preyed upon 
him greatly. Some weeks ago he met with a 
great shock in the death ofhis son, who 
was killed by a railroad train in Atlanta, anda 
short time afterwards his aged mother died. 
His grief at their loss, coupled with his busi- 
ness reverses, preyed on his mind, bringing on 
mental troubles and subsequently paralysis of 
the brain, which quickly ended in death. 

. Veazey Was perhaps one of the best 
farmers in this section. He began farming 
after the war with but a few dollars, but by 
1 methods and close attention he rap- 

dly grew independent. He believed in living 
at home, and always raised on his own place 
everything needed to supply his farm. He 
entered merchandising business and was at first 
successful, but bad accountsinvolved him, and 
towards the last reverses came rapidly. He 
Was an upright, honest man, and held the re- 
spect and confidence of all. He Was well 
known throughout the state, and the news of 
his death will cause regret.

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THE FARMERS MEE 


AROUND HOSPITABLE BOARDS AT 
CYCLONETA. 


The Great Model Farm of the Georgia 
Southern Road Viewed by Distin- 
guished Alliance Leaders. 


Cycroneta FarM,Ga.,July 22.—-[Special.]— 
The distinguished orators of the state alliance, 
who have just left us,agree with unanimity that 
they have had no better meeting in the state, 
and no more charming trip during their tour 
than this at Cycloneta. 

The great model farm of the Great Southern 
had been astir for three days, and Professor 
Irby bad been as busy as a bee in getting 
ready for the greatest occasion in the history 
of the farm, and of the rich and 
populous country which surrounds it. 
Travelers along the line have 
often admired the spacious proportions, and 
graceful architecture of the great barn which 
lies just south of the manager’s residence, and 
the taste of Manager Irby had metamorphosed 
the upper story into one of the finest circular 
auditoriums in the south, seating easily 1,200 
people amid the stately fruits and festooned 
emblems of agriculture. 

By 8 o’clock this morning a long line of 
vehicles of all descriptions began to pour in 
bringing the people of five counties. At 11 
o’clock a big excursion train from Valdosta 
rolled in bringing about six hundred people, 
and at 11:30 o’clock the long train of the 
Georgia Southern came up from Macon bring- 
ing a great crowd of people from Cordele 
and Araby and Wenona and other 
points, and in the rear the magnificent 
private car of President Sparks, containing 
the distinguished guests of the day. The ex- 
cursion train wasin general charge of the ge- 
nial and popular Harry Burns, general passen- 
ger agent, while Hon. John Temple Graves, 
head of the Colleton Land Company, played 
host in the private car to President Living- 
ston, State Lecturer Copeland, Editors Harry 
Brown and Larry Gantt, of The Alliance 
Farmer, and Madames E. R. Davdison and I. 
Harper, relatives of Colonel Livingston. 

The party was met atthe depot by Pro- 
fessor Irby anda committee, and through a 
crowd of fully 3,000 people was escorted to 
the hall and the rostrum. 

After a few earnest and felicitous words of 
welcome Professor Irby turned the occasion 
overto John Temple Graves, who presided 
during the exercises of the day with the rare 
tact and wit and_ readiness which 
made several critical gentlemen rank him 
as one of the best presiding officers in the 
south. . 

In a few preliminary words of acknowledge- 
ment to the audience for their presence, and a 
brief but stirring allusion to the issues that 
had drawn them together, Mr. Graves intro- 
duced President Livingston as the conspicu- 
ously able and prudent head of the Georgia 
alliance, and by general consent, the ablest 
representative of its principles north or south. 

Colonel Livingston was at his best, and 
held the earnest, rapt and delighted attention 
of the audience foran hourand ahalf. His 
speech was frank, manly, logical and earnest, 
yet conservative, without a trace of demagogy 
or class prejudice in it. It was a vote-winning 
speech, and it caught the ear, and the heart, 
and the head of the audience. Traveling over 
the same ground asin the speeches of last 
week, he spoke with unabated earnestness and 
power, presenting the old issues in new lan- 
guage and spicing them with apt fresh anec- 

ote. 

At the close of Colonel Livingston’s speech 
the crowd crossed the railroad to a grove, where 
Manager Irby had spread a long line of tables 
savory with barbecte and luscious with the 
famous melons of the farm. After a brief re- 
freshment the speaking was resumed with 
State Lecturer Canntand on the stand urging 
renewed vigilance and activity and constant 
organization among the alliancemen of south 
Georgia. When Copeland had concluded his 
sensible remarks Graves introduced Larry 
Ganttas ‘‘the younger and uglier of the fa- 
mous journalistic twins of the alliance— 
uglier than himself aud uglier even 
than Tom Watson, of the tenth congressional 
district of Georgia.“ Under this introduction 
Larry sailed into one of his characteristic and 
inimitable speeches, and made friends and 
— by the houseful. 

ditor Harry Brown was then introduced as 
the pen of the new movement, and spoke 
earnestly in advocacy of its principles, and in 
appeal for its steadfastness and loyalty, vary- 
ing his remarks with some capital jokes which 
caught the audience. 

This ended the day’s programme, and as 
Mr. Brown sat down there were loud cries all 
over the house for John Temple Graves. 
Those who have heard Mr. Graves before de- 
clare that his earnest, conservative and 
— impromptu speech in closing this 

rilliant day was the best effort he ever made 
equal in eloquence and electrical effect to his 
Grady memorial speech. We understand that 
The Southern Alliance Farmer has asked 
Mr. Graves to try and reproduce it, and that it 
will appear in next Tuesday’s issue of that 
paper. 

After some ringing endorsements and 
thanks for the model farm, for Profes- 
sor Irby, for the railroads, and for Mr. Graves, 
the greatest day in the history of Irwin county 
was at an end, and the excursionists and ora- 
tors left at 5:30 p. m. for Macon and Atlanta. 


THE MELON MEN DISCOURAGED. 


The Market Is Net to Their Liking and Poor 
Prices Rule, 

Macon, Ga., July 22.— [Special.] Macon 
melon men do not hesitate to admit that they 
are discouraged at the present condition of the 
melon market. A number here are largely 
interested in the cropin different sections of 
the state, having bought the crops of several 
growers. They feel blue over the outlook 
now, however, and say they are losing money. 
They are forced to prepay the freight now on 
all melons shipped to the eastern markets, and 
to many northern and western points. 
Advices from a number of cars in the past few 
days show that they have been sold for freight 
and the grower has lost all. This put the 
railroads on their guard and they positively 
refused to accept melons without the money 
down first. 

Returns from a few cars today, however, 
were very satisfactory. One car netted $71, 
another $60 and several near this amount. 
The market has evidently become paralyzed.

EDUCATION YESTERDAY.

At 3 o’clock a large audience was gatherod at 
the tabernacle. 
lightful prelade by the Weber band, it was 
stated from the platform that Governor Nor- 
then, on account of urgent business, could not 
be here until after’ noon, and that Chancellor 
Boggs would make the morning address and 
yield his place to Governor Northen this after. 
noon. 

Captain Bradwell then rose to introduce Dr. 
Boggs, but stated before doing so that the 
most appropriate way to begin the exercises 
was by prayer, and turning asked Dr. Heidt to 
lead. Chancellor Boggs stated that ho was 
not in sympathy with those who 
desire to bring up the standard of education 
by enlarging the primary branches of schools. 
He thought rather that we should spend more 
money in higher education and the establish- 
ment of anormal college. He said that in his 
opirion as much as 50 per cent of the 
appropriation now made by the 
Georgia legislature. was wasted and 
that the reason was that in the lower branches 
there are teachers employed who“ could not 
be engaged on account of their fitness for the 
places occupied, but rather because there was 
no one else to accept them. He thinks that a 
normal college. established some time in 
the near future, would be the most prac- 
tical means of stopping the eak, 
by giving the teachers the higher 
education which all teachers so need. He 
thinks that it will be economy for the state 
to make an appropriation for a normal college, 
because, when higher education is spread 
among the teachers, this leak of 50 per cent 
will be stopped. Dr. Boggs spoke thus for 
more than an hour, when he asked Dr. 
Morgan Callaway, of Emory college, to give 
his views. After Dr. Callaway, Mr. Branson, 
of Athens, Ga.. whois spoken of as one of the 
most prominent educators in Georgia,“ made a 
short talk. Then Major W. F. Slaton, of 
Atlanta, added his voice. It was the wonder 
of all the gentiemen who spoke after Dr. 
Boggs that the question should admit of argu- 
ment. 

COMMISSIONER BRADWELL’S SPEECH. 

At 3:30 the Weber band regaled the large 
audience with a most beautiful programme, 

After the band, Colonel Bradwell stated 
that Governor W. J. Northen could not pos- 
sibly be present. He further stated that he 
regrette the governor’s absence for 
more reasons than he would mention. 
He also promised to have the 
governor at the chautauqua before 
the close of the week. State School Commis- 
sioner Bradwell then delivered an address full 
of patriotism and fervor. He stated that 
there was no new south, that we were the same 
old*people of thirty years ago, but that we had 
managed to adapt ourselves to the present 
circumstances. That the south was like an 
apple tree, when the winter of war came and 
sheared it of its leaves and smaller branches, 
we were the same old tree, bare as 
we were, and when the ‘‘dove of peace’’ 
alighted on it in the spring of peace 
it began to bloom and let out its 
branches, and that it has continued to grow 
higher and broader, and that now among the 
topmost of these branches was that of the state 
common schools. With such patriotic and

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AN ADVERTISEMENT CAUSES THE 
ARREST OF EDITOR BROWN. 


The Charge Is That the Lottery Law Has 
Been Violated by an Article in 
the Alliance Paper. 


Editor Harry C. Brown, of The Southern 
Alliance Farmer, was arrested yesterday 
morning by Deputy United States Marshal 
Newt McDonald. 

An article in the alliance newspaper caused 
the arrest. 

The article is charged by Postoffice Inspec- 
tor William Conard, of Washington, to be a 
lottery advertisement, and on the affidavit of 
the inspector, Commissioner Haight issued 
the warrant. 

To the warrant is attached a copy of The 
Alliance Farmer, the sending of which through 
the mails is said to have been 
a violation of the postal laws 
of the United States. 

In the paper is a reprinted editorial from 
The San Francisco Examiner that deals with 
the constitutionality of the lottery law and 
with the case of the United States against 
George W. Dupre, of The New Orleans States. 
This article is the one complained of. 

How the Arrest Was Made. 

The warrant for the arrest of Brown was 
placed in the hands of Deputy Marshal Mc- 
Donald several days ago, but Mr. Brown was 
out of the city attending the big alliance 
rallies. 

Yesterday morning as soon as he returned 
the deputy marshal called at the alliance ex- 
change and asked for the managing editor. 


Mr. Brown was busy at his desk when the dep- 


uty notified. him of the object of the call, and 


‘readily assented to accompany the officer. He 


was told that this was not necessary, as the 
case was set for a hearing at 3 o’clock before 
Judge Haight, and at that time he could come 
to the commissioner’s office. 

The Trial. 

At the hour appointed Judge Haight called 
the case. 

Mr. Brown was present with his attorney, 
Mr. Alex W. King. District Attorney Dar- 
nell was there to look after the govern- 
ment’s side of the case, and the Washington 
inspector, Inspector Baird, Postmaster Lewis 
and several others were present. 

Mr. King stated to the court that he was too 
unwell to proceed with the trial. 

Colonel Darnell consulted with Mr. Conard, 
and asked the court that he be allowed to ex- 
amine the inspector, as Mr. Conard wished to 
leave the city. Mr. King consented, and it 
was agreed to question this witness and con- 
tinue the remainder of the hearing until 
Saturday. 

Mr. Conard testified that information had 
reached him that certain articles were being 
circulated for publication throughout the 
country as a means of advertising the Louisi- 
ana lottery. That before the issue of the 30th 
of June, in which the article on which the 
prosecution was based came out, he was in- 
formed that it would be printed. He investi- 
gated and found it in the paper, and that the 
paper was sent through the mails. 

Qnite a discussion occurred as to the 
admissibility of every part of the 
testimony, the commissioner ruling that 
as there was no jury be could 
judge of its relevancy. 

On cross examination, Mr. King asked the 
witness‘how he obtained his information that 
the article was to be printed. 

The inspector declined to answer because 
the answer would expose the work of the 
government in other cases as well as this, and 
would embarrass the policy of the govern- 
ment in enforcing the law. On the ground 


that no material fact would be brought out, 


Judge Haight declined tocompel the inspector 


to answer. 


The case was continued until 9 o’clock 
Saturday morning. 

A Crusade. 

It is said that this case is only the beginning 
of a regular, crusade against what the officers 
term an ingenious method of advertising the 
Louisiana lottery. 

The government has certain information,“ 
says Inspector Conard, that by one man a se- 
ries of articles of the character published in 
The Southern Alliance Farmer have been sent 
out and paid for like other advertising matter. 
Without regard to party the law passed both 
branches of congress without a dissenting vote, 
and the government is determined to see that 
it is enforced.” 

The Penalty. 

The penalty for sending anything through 
the mails that might foster or advertise a lot- 
tery scheme is a fine of not more than $500, or 
imprisonment not longer than one year, or 
both for each offense.

TIRED OF POLITICS. 
NEGROES SAY THE REPUBLICAN 
PARTY HAS DONE NOTHING. 


They Are Going to Quit It—The State Con- 
vention of the Colored Alliance Meete—A 
Representative Body of Negroes. 


They are tired of politics. 

They have fed on the husks that the repub- 
lican party has given them, they have not 
been satisfied, they are tired and are going to 
guit. 

So the colored allianceimen say. 

The stato convention of the Colored Farm- 
ers’ Alliance met yesterday morning at 9 
o’clock, in Schell’s hall. 

There was a large number of dolegates pres- 
ent, 136 counties being represented. 

The delegates were representative men of 
their race. The colored preacher, teacher, 
and prosperous colored farmer were among 
the delegates. 

The body was called to order by the state 
superintendent, E. S. Richardson, of Marthas- 
ville, who made ashort speech before pro- 
ceeding to business. 

He said that no other organization or 
society ever organized by the colored people 
promised as much as the alliance to the col- 
ored race. The alliance was organized three 
years ago, and in every county in the state, 
except Banks, there were colored scballiances. 

„The colored alliance,” said the speaker, 
„and the white alliance are two separate and 
distinct organizations, but as far as the white 
alliance goes in the right direction we are 
with them. We have found by experience 
that dancing to political fiddles never did pay 
the negro.“ 

One of the primary objects of the colored 
alliance, he said, is to prevent crime and to 
elevate the race. 

Mr. W. S. Humphreys, of Houston, Tex., 
grand national superintendent of the colored 
alliance, followed Richardson and made a 
stirring talk. 

After Mr. Humphreys’s speech a secret ses- 
sion was held. 

A committee, consisting of J. W. Carter, H. 
J. Martin, D. M. Outlaw, Fleming Garrett, 
J. J. Harris and E. Long, was appointed to 
memorialize the legislature, asking for better 
laws—not race legislation but such laws as 
will better the condition of the colored race, 
promote their happiness and advance the 
cause of education.’’ 

At4 o’clock J. W. Carter, one of the big 
guns, was introduced, made a great speech and 
created great enthusiasm among the brethren. 
He ascended to flights of real eloquence now 
and then and referred in a touching manner 
to de old cabin home.“ 

„Some o' you niggers are thinkin’ bout 
coming ter town ter live. Nigger, doan you 
do it. Dese niggers here in town ain’t got 
nothing, en don’t yer come here. W’y 
in de cold winter time dese town 
niggers mighty nigh freeze ter death. 
Dey ain’t got no fireplace bigger’n yer hand 
and in de cold winter night all de chilluns 
huddle up by de fireplace nearly freeze ter 
death and de ole man and ole woman can’t git 
ter de tire and dey just yell out to der kids:

Immense applause cut off the remainder of 
the beautiful picture.

They will discuss the state exchange today, 
and also the establishment ofa paper to ex- 
pound their principles.

How Hub Was Hurt. 

Lovers of baseball and almost everybody else 
remember Hub Collins. Since the news of his 
terrible collision with Tan Burns on the 
Brooklyn grounds a day or two ago, Hub’s name 
has been on many lips, and there have been 
general inquigies about his condition. The latest 
dispatches indicate that Collins will recover, 
though he is by no means out of danger. 

The story of the collision is graphically told in 
this Brooklyn dispatch to The Cincinnati 
Enquirer: 

“Up to the eighth inning it had been a character- 
istic local battle. Both sides fought their hardest 
and the two pitchers exerted every muscle to 
keep the runs down. Roger Conner was the first 
man up in the eighth inning. He hits to right 
field and hits good and hard. This time he sent 
a fly out in that direction. 

“Collins, who had been playing a deep second, 
ran for it at top speed, keeping his eyes upturned. 
And Burns did exactly the same thing. Coney 
island trains pass close outside the grounds, and 
the noise of one of them prevented the two men 
hearing the call for one of them to stop. 

“The consequences were dreadful. Burns and 
Collins came together with terrific force. Both 
had their hands uplifted to catch the ball, and 
there was nothing, therefore,to save them from 
getting the full force of the shock. Their heads 
collided with a crack that was heard plainly 
by the occupants of the right-field 
bieachers. They fell to the ground, 
face downward, as if shot. Burns 
rolled over on his back, but Collins never moved a 
muscle, The ball had fallen between them. Grif- 
fin rushed over from center field, picked up the 
ball and lined it to third in time to keep Conner 
from getting home. While he was doing this 
Johnny Ward was making a dash forthe injured 
men. He turned Collins over and found that 

ylayer’s face, neck and chest one mass of blood. 
zurns had a deep gash in the forehead, besides 
being cut inside of the mouth and on the 
jaw. When the sponge was applied to 
Collins's tace there was brought to view a long, 
deep, ragged cut extending from the forehead 
down over the nose and across the cheek. In ad- 
dition to these wounds he had a slight concussion 
of the brain. He remained unconscious for an 
hour, when he opened his eyes and said to Ward:

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THE TOWER OF BABEL 


SEEMED THE STATION HOUSE LAST 
NIGHT, 


Charges and Counter Charges, Mixed 
Tongues and Mixed Statementse—A 
Little History of the Cases. 


Alexander Grocte, professor of designs with 
Eiseman Brothers, was arrested last night on 
a warrant sworn out by Isaac Wissberg for 
larceny after trust. 

Grotte declares thatit is merely a malicious 
charge. He promptly gave a $200 bond and 
Was released. 

Later in the night Wissberg was arrested 
charged with throwing a rock through a 
window at Grotte and striking a Mrs. Gold- 
stein on the head. The wound did not appear 
serious, and Wissberg was released on a $25 
bond. He declares his innocence, and says he 
has a dozen men by whom ho can prove an 
alibi. 

It’s a peculiar, mixed up sort of an affair 
allround, and takes its origin further back 
than yesterday. 

The story goes that Wissberg and his wife 
haven't been getting along very well together 
for some time, and both wanta divorce. The 
husband declares that the wife beats him up 
and abuses him in three different languages. 
The wife says her husband is cruel to the step- 
children, and tried to roast one of them on the 
stove not long since. 

Mrs. Wissberg is the mother of Mrs. Gold- 
stein, who lives with J. Gross, at 124 Gilmer 
street. Gross went on Grotte’s bond last night, 
and the two left toget er. 

In a little while they came back with Gold- 
stein, stating that Mrs. Goldstein was lying at 
home nearly dead from a terrible blow on the 
head made by a rock thrown by Wissberg 
through the window. They stated that Wiss- 
berg had found out that Grotte was out on 
bond, and meant to fell him when he threw 
the rock. 

The officers found Wissberg and held him 
until they could ascertain Mrs. Goldstein’s 
condition. They found her hardly hurt at all, 
andjlet Wissberg out on a $25 bond. He will 
be tried for disorderly conduct today. With 
Wissberg were a dozen men who say he could 
not have thrown the rock as they had been 
with him all night. 

That’s as near the state of affairs as it can 
be stated. 

Wissberg says that Grotte would not return 
a watch of his, and that’s why he had him ar- 
rested, 

Grotte states that Wissberg is a tailor under 
him, and that the arrest is due to malice and 
natural meanness. He says Wissberg had 
agreed to pay his wire $50 alimony. He paid 

20, and then gave Grotte a watch for $20 and 
a $10 bill, the agreement being that Grotte 
was to pay the wife $2 a week for fifteen 
weeks. 

“TI had gone his security,“ says Grotte, “and, 
to secure ine, he gave me his watch, valued at 
820, and $10 in money, with the understand- 
ing that I should pay his wife $2 a week until 
the $30 was paid up. I had paid her $28, 
when Wissberg asked for the watch. It had 
been given me for $20, and, of course, I re- 
fused to turn it over to him. It was my 
property, and I told him so. 

„The next I knew was when arrested to- 
night. It's simply a piece of malice, and I 
have four witnesses to prove that I am right.“ 

Grotte adds that he kept Wissberg out of 
jail, and the fellow acted a perfect scoundrel 
to him and to others. 

The talk on both sidesis hard, and the case 
is one in its details that will puzzle the brain 
of Atlanta’s shrewdest lawyer to even make 
a start towards understanding it. 


AN OLD LETTER 


Which Was Written at a Time When Coat- 
ton Was “Out of Sight.“ 

SANDERSVILLE, Ga., July 22.—{Special.] 
Major Newman, of this place, has 
a letter written by a merchant of 
Augusta to a planter of Sanders- 
ville in 1817, seventy-four years ago. The 
planter had been trading with the merchant, 
and had shipped a lt of cotton to be credited 
on his account, which amounted to about 
thirteen hundred doNars. Cotton was then 
worth 22 cents per poynd, and the shipment 
lacked four or five hundred dollars of cancel- 
ing the debt. In a statement of supplies fur- 
nished salt was charged at $4.50 per sack, and 
everything else was proportionately high. 
This was before any railroads had been built, 
and the charges for hauling a hogshead of 
syrup from Augusta amounted to $5.50. En- 
velopes had not come into use, and the letter 
was simply folded and fastened with a wafer. 
Postage was 12 cents,

ATLANTA, GA., July 23, 1891. 
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Before Seeing and After Seeing. 

We print elsewhere quite a voluminous 
correspondence from the pen of Hon. Thomas 
E. Watson, touching on his recent remark- 
able declarations concerning the democratic 
party. This correspondence consists of two 
letters—one of them written before we had 
printed a stenographic report of his Atlanta 
speech, and the other composed after the 
speech had appeared in these columns. We 
have printed these letters together in order 
to show the contrast between them—in or- 
der to show the extraordinary versatility 
which Mr. Watson displays in dodging the 
matter, and the wonderful agility with 
which he dances around and over the main 
question without touching it. 

The one thing that Mr. Watson makes 
perfectly clear in his letters is the fact that 
he believes himself to be the center ofa 
great political sensation, and the attitude he 
strikes shows that he enjoys it immensely. 
We are of the opinion that the public will 
enjoy it with him, for the matter is certainly 
not without its comical suggestions. Read- 
ing the letters of Mr. Watson consecutively, 
it is easy to perceive that we have taken 
him too seriously. We might say that Mr. 
Watson takes himself too seriously, but this 
would be misleading, for Mr. Watson doesn’t 
take himself seriously at all, as his letters 
will show. Nor does he regard his attack 
on the democratic party as at all serious. 
We think he is correct to this extent: That 
his attitude toward the democratic party 
will not seriously affect that organization. 
All that we have attempted to do is to 
place a finger on Mr. Watson and hold him 
to his own views, which is nota difficult 
thing to do, since (although he declares we 
have attacked' him) he makes no denial 
of the facts which we have presented. 

In the first of his two letters which we 
print today Mr. Watson is disposed to com- 
plain that we have made him the subject of 
three editorial articles, and he wonders why 
we didn’t complete the job in one article. 
This point we think is well taken. If the 
articles had been aimed at Mr. Watson their 
number and length would have amounted to 
sheer waste of raw material, but they dealt 
with other questions and considerations 
which are at least of passing importance. 
Mr. Tom Watson is of no more importance 
than any othercitizen, but the Hon. Thomas 
Watson, member of congress from the 
tenth district of Georgia, is of sufficient im- 
portance to attract considerable attention 
when he makes an unjustifiable attack on 
the democratic party, and it was to the 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson, the congressman 
elected by democratic votes, we were paying 
attention. 

It will be observed that, instead of modi- 
fying his arraignment of the democratic 
party, or explaining why he did not attack 
the republican party, which alone is respon- 
‘sible for the vicious legislation against which 
the people are protesting, Mr. Watson 
makes a labored attempt to show that his 
_ remarks, to which we took objection, con- 
formed to the circumstances attending his 
campaign, his nomination and his election. 
Yet we do not think he went so far in his 
attacks on the democratic party during his 
campaign as he did in his Atlanta speech. 
If he had, the watchful newspapers would 
__ have promptly called him to order. In fact, 
he is moved to admit that he was elected 
because he endorsed alliance demande in 
connection with the democratic platform.“ 
Here, whether intentionally or inadvertently, 
Mr. Watson describes the whole reform 
movement that has taken place in Georgia 
and the south. The people have endorsed 
the alliance demands in connection with 
the democratic platform and democratic 
principles. That is as far as they have gone; 
that is as far as they can go with safety to 
their affairs and their interests. The whole 
force and strength of the alliance move- 
ment, as Mr. Watson knows, is based on the 
protest of the farmers against the burdens 
imposed on them by the vicious class legis- 
lation of the republican party; and their 
whole desire is to take hold of the demo- 
cratic party and mould it more firmly to 
their purposes of reform. The only protests 
against this movement, so far as we know, 
have come from a few politicians who pro- 
‘fess to believe that the democratic party 

can stand still while the people move on. 
Many of them have already paid the price 
of their folly, and their voices are heard no 
more. Noone except Mr. Watson believes 
that these politicians constitute the demo- 
cratic party or control it. We repeat, there- 
fore, that if the congressman from the tenth 
district—who was elected because he en- 
dorsed the alliance demands in connection 
with the democratic platform“ —is a demo- 
crat he has no right to make an uncalled for 
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democratic platform was not different from 
that of the republican wreckers he meant the 
national platforms of the parties, but even 
this explanation does not render his asser- 
tion less wild, less reckless or less unjust. 
We are sorry indeed for Mr. Watson if he 
can see no difference between the platform 
of the democratic party of 1888, with its 
protests against the evils of republican legis- 
lation, and that of the party of force and 
fraud. So far as future platforms are con- 
cerned, we think the congressman from the 
tenth can afford to give to the organization 
that has stood between the south and the 
woeful evils of sectionalism the benefit of 
his patience, It is a very small favor to ask 
of him. We cannot have a national cam- 
paign and a national platform every year. 
The democratic party cannot make a na- 
tional platform until next year, and we 
trust that Mr. Watson, following the ex- 
ample of the democratic alliance leaders, 
will be considerate enough to wait until it is 
officially formulated before visiting upon it 
the wrath of his condemnation. We trust, 
too, he will follow the example of the alli- 
ance leaders of Georgia in making an earnest 
and a consistent effort to carry out the re- 
forms demanded in, through and by the 
democratic party. 

As to Mr. Watson’s verbal criticisms on 
the stenographic report of his speech it is 
sufficient to say that they are aside from the 
purpose. Whether it agrees word for word 
with the speech he has in his satchel we do 
not know, but we desire to call attention to 
the fact that he does not call in question the 
accuracy of that portion of the report which 
we felt called on tocriticise. THE CONSTI- 
TUTION had no stenographic report made, 
and it was not until last Saturday we learned 
that such a report was in existence. We 
made haste to secure it so as to do Mr. Wat- 
son the justice of publishing it. The report 
was made by one of the stenographers in at- 
tendance on the house of representatives, 
and it is accurate enough to show beyond all 
question that we have not treated Mr. Wat- 
son unfairly. If all the omissions which he 
points out were ingerted, and all the emenda- 
tions made it would still contain the decla- 
rations which we have criticised as unjust 
to the record of the democratic party and to 
the purposes of the alliance democrats of the 
south. The errors which Mr. Watson points 
out in the report of his speech are not im- 
portant, but he pursues them so diligently 
that we are led to suspect a desire on his 
part to discredit its accuracy throughout. 
Very well. Let him do so; let him deny 
that he made the declarations which have 
called forth the criticisms of every newspa- 
per in the state; let him say there is a huge 
error here, and then quietly take his place 
with the democrats and democratic alliance- 
menof Georgia. 

Mr. Watson intimates that TRR CoNsrI- 
TUTION is trying to crush him, yet he does 
not shine as a martyr. All the newspapers 
in the world cannot crush a man who is 
right, and even when he is wrong the most 
that they can do is to try to convince him of 
his error. At best it is an ungracious task, 
and it is doubly ungracious when, as in this 
instance, the public press is compelled to 
chastise a youngster who seemed to be stand- 
ing on the.threshold of political usefulness. 
Nevertheléss, Mr. Watson persistsin finding 
a personal animus in the criticisms of THE 
CONSTITUTION. He talks about a trade with 
Hill, and he hits about blindly in various di- 
rections; but what does he propose to do 
with the rest of the papers of the state? 
Does he propose to impugn the motives of 
all who protest against his arraignment of 
the record of the democratic party? 

We dismiss herewith Mr. Watson’s At- 
lanta speech. He has written a good deal 
about it to little purpose, but he would have 
to write a great deal more before he could 
explain it. It is not explainable exceptasa 
mistake. It has put Mr. Watson in a fidget, 
and caused him to waste a good deal of pa- 
per. No explanations are necessary when 
no mistakes are made. Let Mr. Watson get 
rid of the idea that he has been singled out 
for attack by Tox CoNsTITUTION. He has 
singled out the democratic party for attack, 
and he now has an opportunity to make 
amends by putting himself squarely in line 
with the democratic alliancemen of the state. 


A Slick Sheriff. 

Sheriff Rutherford, of Anderson county, 
Tennessee, figures in a very large way in 
the newspapers, and in a very small way out 
of them, just at present. 

Where the sheriff is nobody seems to 
know, and he is not expected to show up 
for some time to come. 

It seems that when the Coal Creek 
miners began to make trouble Governor 
Buchanan telegraphed to Rutherford and 
asked him if he needed the militia. The 
sheriff replied: In this case am unable to 
enforce the law. Need help.“ 

So the governor sent three companies of 
state troops, and the sheriff summoned 
their commanders as a posse. When the 
situation grew more threatening, Ruther- 
ford declared that he had never intended to 
ask for troops, and did not want them. He 
emphasized this unexpected statement by 
skipping the county, and a Knoxville pa- 
per compliments him for having nothing to 
do with the calling out of the militia. 

Under the circumstances the governor is 
in a tight place, and will have to strain the 
constitution if he sticks to his warlike line. 

But this bare outline of the facts does in- 
justice to the remarkable finesse of Sheriff 
Rutherford. That shrewd official is un- 
doubtedly a born politician. Early in the 
disturbance the idea occurred to him that if 
he co-operated with the military against the 
voters of Anderson county it would seal his 
political death warrant. He had put his 
foot in it by telegraphing the governor that 
he needed help, but he lost no time in vigor- 
ously explaining that he did not mean _ mili- 
tary help, and he got rid of any further em- 
barrassment by disa 

The sheriff is what the miners would call 
avery slick man. He is out of the way, 
disclaiming all responsibility, and if any- 
body gets hurt their blood will not be on his 
head. When things quiet down, and the 
troops are gone, he will return, and the 
grateful voters of Anderson will reward him. 
A man so versatile, so ready, so full of ex- 
pedients will probably go higher. The 
miners will naturally feel that he can do 
them more good in the legislature than any- 
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headquarters. He is taking care of his per- 

sonal hide and bis official head in a very 

able manner, and the inquisitive public will 
A mighty slick man is the sheriff. —

They did not pause to haggle over 
a bill of expenses. They staked property, 
life, everything except honor, for us. 

When some of these old warriors who 
fought with Lee and Johnston ask for 
bread, shall we give them a stone? That 
is not Georgia’s way. 

Let us take the home so nobly offered, 
and keep it up while the veterans need 
its shelter. The people demand it, and 
our ex-confederates at their recent reun- 
ions throughout the state have asked for 
it. It will cost us nothing, as every 
dollar spent for expenses will be doubly 
repaid in the increased value of the prop- 
erty. 

If Georgia refuses to help her soldiers 
when she will not lose a cent by so 
doing, what excuse can she give for her 
conduct? 

But, all that aside, let us do our duty 
as an honorable people.

Captain Cecil Gabbett, the former general 
manager of the system, wasin the city long 
enongh to find his accustomed seat at the 
depot restaurant for dinner. He was passing 
through the city and had only time enough to 
respond to the hearty greetings of some of his 
many friends. Captain Gabbett looks as if 
he had entirely recovered froin his recent ill- 
ness, and it is not unlikely that he will soon 
be back into railroad harness with some 
splendid system. 

The other gentleman referred to is General 
Superintendent McBee. Tall and handsome, 
with manners bespeaking the gentleman that 
he is, and a clear gray eye which tells of keen 
foresight and an abundance of reserve force, 
Superintendent McBee has already made 
many friends among the patrons of the road 
here in Georgia and has shown emphatically 
that he is the right man for the highly impor- 
tant position he holds. 

Jam here,“ he explained, as he sat in his 
car at the union depot yesterday, to meet 
General Manager Green, who will be here to- 
morrow. Captain Green, as you know, comes 
to help settle the matter of headquarters. I 
have some business of the Central to look 
after, too.“ 

„What of the changes in the transportation 
department?“ he was asked. 

„Well, THe CoNsTITUTION has printed the 
fact that several changes are to go into effect 
on August ist. Special order No. 3, issued 
under date of July 20th, tells the details.“ 

The circular referred to abolishes the offices 
of superintendent of transportation and super- 
intendent of terminals. 

Mr. W. W. Starr is made superintendent of 
thé main stem division, which will consist of 
the lines from Savannah to Tybee, Savannah 
to Atlanta Gncluding Savannah terminals), 
Griffin to Chattanooga, Barnesville to Thom- 
aston, Gordon to Eatonton and Meldrim to 
Lyons. Mr. Starr’s headquarters will be at 
Savannah. 

Mr. D. D. Curran is made superintendent of 
the south western division, with headquarters at 
Macon. The division consists of the following 
lines: Macon to Columbus, Columbus to 
Montgomery, Fort Valley to Union Springs, 
Smithville to Columbia, Colambus to Troy, 
Troy extension, Columbus to Greenville, Co- 
lumbus to Americus, Cuthbert to Fort Gaines, 
Eufaula to Ozark, and Fort Valley to Perry. 

The South Carolina division will consist of 
lines in present organization, with Mr. B. C. 
Epperson as superintendent, office at Au- 
gusta, Ga. 

The superintendents will have charge of all 
the real estate and personal property of this 
company, including shops, depots and other 
buildings, and the motive power and rolling 
stock of their respective divisions, and will be 
held responsible for the maintenance of the 
roadway, proper gre eye of employes, and 
the advancement of the service generally to a 
thorough standard of efficiency, 
direct to the general superintendént. 

The shops at Savannah will be under the 
control of the superintendent of the main stem 
division; shops at Macon (including the 
agency and yard) and Columbus shops, under 
the superintendent of the southwestern di- 
vision ; and shops at Augusta under the super- 
intendent of the South Carolina division.

And His Death Is Mourned by Thousands 
Life Pure in Public and in Private. 
A Notable Man. 


The news in yesterday’s ConstrTvTION of 
the death of Hon. James O. Harris that morn- 
ing at 4:15 o'clock carried grief to thousands 
of hearts in Atlanta and elsewhere. * 

A man known throughout Georgia, and Vir- 
ginia especially, the two states he has made 
his homes, with a long and pure 
public career, of a prominent family, 
and with a heart beating for 
his fellow man, it is not strange that these peo 
ple who knew and recognized the many 
virtues should now mourn his departure. 

His death was not unexpected, and his 
family and friends were somewhat prepared ; 
but while there was life there was hope, 
and only now does the full realization of the 
sad bereavement reach them. 

All Atlanta was shocked to hear of the 
death, for all Atlanta knew him and loved 
him. Identified for the past twenty-eight 
years with the city and its growth, interesting 
himself in everything for its good and faith- 
fully serving the people as a public officer, he 
made himself felt with every class and felt in 
a manner that brought forth confidence and 
admiration. 

Yesterday many of these called at the resi- 
dence, at 15 East Cain street, and offered 
their sympathy to the family. Today hun- 
dreds will pay their last respects to the mem- 
ory of this notable old gentleman. 

James O. Harris was born in Albemarle 
county, Virginia, on the 2lst day of August, 
1821. Here he lived until early manhood, 
when he moved with his father, a farmer, to 
near Lexington, at which place he received an 
excellent education. He remained with his 
fatheron the farm for several years. When 
twenty-six years ofage he married Miss Eliza- 
beth A. Brown, of Culpepper county, and not 
long afterward moved to that county, where 
he did a merchandising and farming) business 


‘until 1855. 


He was then elected sheriff of that county 
fora term of four years, and was re-elected 
when the term expired. The war pre- 
vented him from serving out the second 
term. In 1861 he enlisted in the Thirteenth 
Virginia infantry, where he served as a pri- 
vate for one year. He then left the army and 
entered the practice of law. He moved to At- 
lanta in 1863, and did a merchandising busi- 
ness until the close of the war. 

Just after the war he was deputy district 
collector for the north western district of Geor- 
gia. In 1868, while away from home and 


without his knowledge, his name 
was put up as a candidate for 
sheriff. He reached Alanta the 


day of the election, and declared he was 
not in the race, but was elected in spite of his 
protest. He served assheriff fortwo terms 
and a half. He was then made city marshal 
for two terms. Then he was city tax receiver 
and collector for five terms, only leaving the 
position to take that of state and county tax 
receiver. 

Three years ago, on account of partly failing 
health, he declined to run again, and since then 
has been in private life, living to a happy old 
age, respected by all, and conscious of having 
done his work well. 


Although seventy years old, he was hale end 


hearty, but for organic heart disease that finally 
carried him away. 

His companion through so many years 
survives him, and with three sons form the 
immediate family. The sons are Dr. N. O. 


Harris, the physician; Mr. Clem R. Harris,’ 


in the real estate business. and Mr. Dan B. 
Harris, insurance agent three of Atlanta’s 
prominent and successful young men. 

He has two living brothers, Judge John 7. 


Harris, of Virginia, who served eight terms in 
congress, and Rev. William A. Harris, presi- 


dent of Wesleyan Female college at Staun- 
ton, Va. Neither of these will be here at the 


funeral.

La DELIGHTFUL REUNION OF THE 
REGIMENT AT GRANT PARK. 


Whe Day Spent Under the Grateful Shades of 
the Beautiful Park—Speaking and 
Dinner—The Home Endorsed. 


A grand reunion of the surviving veterans 
of the famous Forty-second Georgia regiment 
took place yesterday at Grant park. 

Twenty-seven years after the terrible battle 
of July 22, 1864, 126 of the men that made 
history that Georgia will always be proud of, 
met under the spreading branches at Grant 
park and talked over the trials and triumphs 
of the sixties. 

It was an imposing and touching 
sight to watch these old veterans, many of 
them minus anarm or leg, as they gathered at 
the courthouse yesterday morning. It had 
been years since numbers of them had met, 
some not having grasped each other’s hands 
since the announcement of Lee’s surrender, 
when they separated to return to homes of 
desolation. But they met yesterday, and 
taiked and chatted as much as they wanted to, 
and were not dodging bullets nor looking out 
for a stray hog to make their dinner on. 

The March Through the City. 

Promptly at 9 o’clock yesterday morning 
they fell into line at the courthouse. : 

On the lapel of each man’s coat was pinned 
a streamer bearing the names of the principal 
battles that the regiment had participated in. 
The list shows many historical names, such as 
Missionary Ridge, Franklin, Rocky Face, Re- 
paca, New Hope, Pumpkin Vine, Kennesaw, 
Jonesboro, Nashville, Edisto River, Orange- 
burg, Kingston, Bentonville, Vicksburg, Ba- 
ker’s Creek, Tasewell, Chickasaw, Bayou, 
Cumberland and Atlanta, July 20th, 22d 
and 28th. 

After “falling in,” the men were taken 
charge of by Colonel L. P. Thomas. 

After a few preliminaries the colonel gave 
the command ‘“‘four’s right, march!“ and the 
men stepped off briskly to the stirring music 
of the Buford brass band. They attracted 
much attention as they marched through the 
streets of the city. 

Conspicuous was the old torn and tattered 
flag born by Sergeant W. F. Edwards, the last 
color-bearer of the regiment. 

On to the Park. 

After a few rounds the regiment again drew 
up in front of the courthouse and took the 
dummies for the park. They reached that 
place at 10 o’clock, and at once repaired to the 
pavilion. After music by the band prayer was 
offered by Chaplain Clark. 

Dr. Durham, secretary and treasurer of the 
Confederate Veterans’ Association, then 
stepped forward and began to call 
the roll. There was a long gap between the 
‘“theres.”” Out of 1,300 that originally com- 
posed the regiment, only 126 answered to their 
names. Twas touching to watch these old 
soldiers, as they listened to the names of their 
comrades called and no here“ heard. 

The election of officers then followed. The 
former officers were re-elected by acclamation. 
The Speaking Begins. 

Colonel Thomas, as commanding officer, 
then arose and introduced Captain E. P. 
Howell, who gave the veterans a hearty wel- 
come to Atlanta. Captain Howell spoke from 
no manuscript, but from a full heart. He re- 
viewed briefly the record of the Forty-second, 
challenging history toshowanoblerone. He 
spoke at some length, and the hearty applause 
of the old soldiers showed how his words 


touched their bearts. 


Captain Howell was replied to in behalf of 
the regiment, by Captain W. T. Smith, of 
Buford. His speech was interesting 
throughout and was warmly received. Several 
other speeches were made, among which 


Were appeals by Colonel Calhoun and Lieu- 


tenant Rodgers for the state to take care of her 
old soldiers. Interesting speeches were also 
made by Colonel John Milledge, Colonel Mad- 
dox and Captain E. H. Clark. 
The Veterans’ Home Endorsed. 
Captain E. H. Clark then introduced the 


‘following resolution that met the favor of 


every member present: 

Resolved, by the survivors of the Forty-second 
Georgia regiment, of the Confederate States army, 
That we indorse the movement for the state to 
accept the Confederate Soldiers’ home on the 
terms offered by the trustees, and believe that it 
is a great necessity, as the old soldiers are growing 
old and unable to work and maintain themselves, 
We hope the general assembly will pass the bill 
without a dissenting voice, so that it may ever be 
a monument to their sense of justice, patriotism 
and generosity. 

Resolutions were also passed on the death of 
General R. J. Henderson, whodied a few 
months ago. 

Then the Dinner. 

Dinner was now in order. Everything to 
tempt the appetite was spread before the old 
soldiers. 

After doing full justice to the good things, 
they broke up into squads and lingered around 
under the trees for two or three hours, telling 
old war stories and jokes. Théy came back to 
the city in broken doses,” many not leaving 
the park until after 6 o’clock. 

Thus ended a pleasant gathering—and per- 
haps the last that will find them all again 
present. 

Atlanta is always glad to welcome Georgia’s 
old soldiers, and only hopes that the reunion 
will be repeated next year. |

THE GREENSBORO SENSATION. 


Judge Scheneck Again Talks to the Pub- 
lic. 

Cuarorte, N. C., July 22.—[Special.]—To 
an observant person it is quite clear that, even 
with the reconciliation scenein the Greens- 
boro courthouse, the end of the Fife-Sheneck 
affair is not yet. Maybe Judge Scheneck and 
Mr. Fife love each other, but we don’t believe 
it. They are at peace, though, no one doubts 
that, yet the busy-bodies appear to be deter- 
mined nottolet them remain so. For in- 
stance, the anonymous newspaper correspond- 
ent is sending out reports about Judge 
Scheneck and the church calculated to nettle 
not only Judge Scheneck, but his friends, for 
they are human, and it is being published that 
the Presbyterian church at Greensboro is 
about to be split up because Judge Scheneck 
has not resigned or been expelled. 

THE JUDGE TALKS. 

Judge Scheneck has been in Charlotte since 
yesterday on important railroad business. A 
CONSTITUTION reporter met him at the Cen- 
tral hotel today and asked him about the item 
copied in a Charlotte paper this morning 
from The Richmond Times, which stated that 
„ number of people are threatening to with- 
draw from the Presbyterian church unless he 
withdraws or is expelled.“ The judge smiled 
at this piece of sensational news, and said that 
if it were so he had never heard of it, and that 
he supposed it was of a kind with other sensa- 
tional rumors sent out by anonymous corre- 
spondents whohad notthe manhood to let 
their names be known or to name 
the person doing the threatening. 

„While the better classes of people desire 

ace in the community,“ said Judge 

scheneck, there is an unworthy class who are 
endeavoring, under cover of assumed names, 
tocontinue the animosities that have been 
stirred up in the city.“ ‘The reporter asked 
Judge Scheneck if either himself or his friends 
were “threatening to make trouble in the 
church, and his reply was, No, this isa 
falsehood, wholly baseless, without a founda- 
tion to support it.” 

NO CHARGES PREFERRED. 

The judge said that he had asked a leading 
elder of his church if any member had made 
any charges against him, and was assured that 
no charges were made or would be made, 80 
far as he could ascertain. 

“Your friends,” volunteered the reporter, 
„have expected something more from you 
through the press.“ 

„Mes, he answered, but my friends at 
Greensboro have considered the matter fully 
and thoroughly. Judge Dick wrote me a let- 
ter advising me to be silent. The apparent 
settlement of the matter was brought about by 
these friends of Mr. Fife, who had sent Judges 
Gilmer and Dillard to me, and proposed that 
peace could and would be effected if I would 
accept the apology which Mr. Fife had 
twice before offered to make, once 
at the McAdoo house and once at the 
first trial in the courthouse, and which Mr. 
Fife was again ready to make before the citi- 
zens assembled in the courthouse. Hoping 
and believing that this would restore peace in 
the community, I did, by the advice of my 
friends, accept these terms.“ 

THE ANONYMOUS ATTACKS. 

Judge Scheneck complained that while, per- 
haps, those who brought about the adjustment 
may have been satisfied, there are others who 
are secretly, and under cover of anonymous 
communications, agitating the matter again, 
and it is difficult to foresee the consequence of 
such unworthy and unmanly conduct.

LISHED AT MANCHESTER. 


A Meeting Was Held Yesterday and the 
Plans Decided—An Interview With 
Dr, J. J. Knott. 


Manchester is one of Atlanta's suburbs that 
is coming t to the front. In addition to 
being one of the best located towns about At- 


| Janta, it has numerous otber advantages that 


will go to make it an ideal residence place. 

It is situated southwest of the city on 2 
beautiful tract of land free from swamps, 
ravines or deep gullies. Its attitude is twentv 
feet higher than that of Atlanta. The graders 
and surveyors are now hard at work.

The Georgia Military institute has been lo- 
cated upon a beautiful knoll near the upper 
end of property.

BROWN STONE, 


4 Great Building Material—Special Re- 
port. 

Colonel R. M. Evans, of Carthage, N. C., is in 
the city, stopping at the Kimball, in the interest 
of the Grimm Brownstone Company. Followin 
is a report of the state geologist, and will be foun 
interesting to many of our people: 

CHAPEL HILL, March 26, 1891.—Colonel John W. 
Hinsdale—Dear Sir: In connection with my work 
as sta e geologist, I recently visited the deposit of 
brown sandstone located about four miles nortb- 
west of Carthage, in which you are interested. 

A statement of the result of my examinations 
will be published in my report on the building 
stones of North Carolina; butas the publication 
of this report may be delayed for more than a 
year, | write in this informal way, in advance of 
publication, the results in brief of my examina- 
tions. Before the time arrives for the publica- 
tion of m ytfinal report, I trust that you will have 
opened up several brownstone quarry locations so 
that I can see more of the stone in its unaltered 
condition, and can speak more ogee) of the 
exact character and thickness of the individual 
layers of stone. But the present surface indications 
are sufficiently well marked to show that there is 
to be found on your lands brown stone of excel- 
lent quality for building purposes, in so large a 
quantity that the supply may be regarded as prac- 
tically inexhaustible, and so located that the cost 
of quarrying and loading on the cars may be ro- 
duced to from ten to fifteen cents per cubic foot, 
especially along the border of McLendon’s creek, 
where the largest deposit of stone is to be found. 

I examined the outcrops of stone on your place 
ata number of points within an area of one-half 
square mile, and at each place I found the stone 
to be of good quality—nowhere coarse and gritty— 
highly silicluus, compact, zrayish-brown to 
darker or reddish-brown color, and free from 
carbonate of lime, pyrites and other injurious 
materials. gt Tage tests, made since my re- 
turn to Chapel Hill, show that even in partly 
altered surface specimens the stone is so compact 
that it absorbs very little water, and hence there 
will be very little Sanger of ‘‘flaking,” even in 
cold climates like New Lork's. 

The best exposure of stone is on McLendon’s 
creek, where it may be traced along the southern 
side of the creek, rising intoa precipitious bluff 
thirty to fifty feet high for a distance of. more 
than half a mile. The course of the creek is east 
and northeast, and the stone dips east about 


twelve to fifteen degrees, varying slightly at dif- 


ferent points in following down the creek. 

The stone bordering the creek is so uniform in 
quality and the conditions for quarrying 80 
favorable that a rough estimate made on the 
ground convinces me that not less than twenty 
million cubic feetof stone of good quality for 
architectural purposes can be quarried in this im- 
mediate region, and at a cost tor quarrying and 
loading less than that at any other brownstone 
quarry I have ever visited. 

Feeling confident that in the near future we will 
see a large and fiourishing quarrying industry 
developed on your Jands near Carthage, I am,

4. A verbatim report would not have contained 
this sentence: If every ounce of silver was coined 
it would only add $54,000,000 to the circulating 
medium.” A verbatim report would have repre- 
sented me as saying that reg silver“ would add 
toourcurrency about fifty-four million dollars 
per annum.
